HE sadistic brutalities of Nordhausen are as harrowing and terrible as any, and 

its grisly secrets now revealed comprise crimes in which the entire German 

nation must share, and not the Nazis merely. as some undiscriminating persons 

argue. At this devilish murder camp there was a series of long sheds with wooden 

racks reaching to the ceiling. On these were laid hundreds of men, shrunken with 

starvation, only waiting to die. Most were naked, some had typhus, others dysentery 

and still others had great gaping wounds from S.S. torture. Their bones showed 

through the skin—as seen in one of our photographs of those who had succumbe 

The death-rate at Nordhausen at one recent period was 900 a day. The camp was 

designed to hold 8000, but 59,000 were thrown in there. Germans living near these 

camps said they had no idea such cruelties were being done but at Nordhausen 

civilians, out walking with their girls, cracked jokes at the extermination centre 

The wife of one S.S. official used to spur her horse into kicking or trampling the

Nothing that Dante could conceive of the Inferno we term Hell can exceed 
in agony the ghastly scenes at Belsen concentration camp, near Bremen, 
which was taken over on April 17 by General Dempsey's Second Army. 
This huge camp, which had contained some 60,000 civilians, was little more 
than a mass of dead and dying, mainly from starvation, typhus, and typhoid. 
The camp was declared a neutral area before we arrived and the Allied 
military authorities stood by to reach it at the earliest possible moment, 
for it was known that the living had been without food and water for over 


six days. It was found to be littered with dead and dying, and huts capable 
of housing only thirty persons were in many cases crowded with as many 
as 500. It was impossible to estimate the number of the dead among them: 
while frequently being too weak to move, they had been suffocated, while those 
still living were also too feeble to remove them. There were communal 
graves into which the dead were pitched, making the camp a charnel house 
of terrible sights. There was a pile between 60 and 80 yards long, 30 yards 
wide and 4 ft. high, of the naked bodies of women in full view of the living,
